Women Were First 

The first to take the oath of offi- 
ce and write their names in the re- 
gister this morning were Mrs. 
Louise C. McKinney of Claresholm 
representative of the non-partiz- 
an league, and Miss Roberta Mc- 
Adams, one of the Soldiers’ repres- 
entatives from overseas. Their’s 
are the first women’s names to ap- 
pear on the provincial register of 
members and Doth were congratu- 
lated by Lieut.-Governor Brett 
when he administered the oath 
of offiice. The two ladies went 
through the ordeal with sang 
froid and cireulated among the 
members of the house getting ac- 
quainted and receiving congratu- 
lations from all sides. 

‘““We feel especially honored,’’ 
said Mrs. McKinney, ‘‘as the 
clerk informs us that we are the 
first women in the British Empire 
to sign a roll as members of a leg- 
istature, and we_ believe that 
there will be others now that <Al- 
berta has set the example. 

The house assembled at 3 0’clock 
this afternoon to listen to the ad- 
dress from the throne with a large 
attendance. of visitors. Admiss- 
ion was by card from a list in the 
possession of the clerk, of the house 
John R. Cowell.

‘The Throne Speech 

Mr. Speaker and members of the 
legislative assembly: It gives me 
great pleasure to welcome you to 
the first session of the fourth legis- 
lative assémbly of the province of 
Alberta . During a time when the 
utmost production of foodstuffs is 
so urgently required, our thanks 
are due to a most beneficent Prov- 
idenee for the harvest of 1917. We 
are new called upon to make even 
greater efforts in production for 
1918, and the prospects at this 
time are most encouraging. In 
November last, Alberta had the 
honor of welcoming His Excellen- 
cy the Duke of Devonshire, Gover- 
nor General of Canada, for the 
first time since he assumed the 
high office. The deep interest ev- 
ineed by him in the resources of 
our province and the welfare of 
our people in a happy augury for 
the future. 

Iam particularly pleased on this 
occasion to be able to congratul- 
ate those who have safely re- 


‘turned from active service over 


seas. The death of Lieut. Joseph 
A. Stauffer, however, former me- 
inber for Didsbury, who made the 
supreme sacrifice in his country’s 
cause, has occasioned deep and 
widespread regret. 
Greater Responsibility 

The individual responsibility of 
every British subject in the con- 
duct of the war is being brought 
howe more and more as the war 
progresses. The appeals for in. 
creased production of foodstuffs 
for lessened consumption of stach 
foodstuffs as are essential to the 
proper maintenance of our sold- 
iers in the field, and ‘the various 
problems concerning the returned 
men confront us cach day i ev- 
ery walk of life.

Another measure due to the un- 
looked for prolongation of the war 
which you will be asked to consid- 
er will provide for the raising of 
the amount necessary to meet the 
provincial grant to Canadian Pat- 
riotic fund. My government feels 
that this should not properly be 
a provincial undertaking, but in 
view of discontinuation by the ex- 
ecutive of the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund of the voluntary methods of 
raising funds, it has been thought 
advisable to secure the money by 
such a system of taxation as will 
equitably distribute this duty am- 
ong the people of the province as 
a whole. ; 


Public Health 


the present as well as the future 
welfare of the provinee is a ques- 
tion of public health. In a com- 
paratively new country such as 
Alberta where settlement is sparce, 
the great distances render the 
question of organization difficult 
and you ‘will be asked to consider 
a measure tending towards the 
centralization of the responsibili- 
ties in.connection with the health 
of the people of the province, with 
a view to greater efficiency 

A commission appointed by my 
government has been considering 
a measure for compenation for in- 
jured miners, and legislation based 
on the report of this commission 
will be brought you for attention. 
Various bills covering these mat- 
ters, as well as other public and 
private bills requiring attention, 
will be brought before you, and I 
commend them -to your 
consideration. 

Save new Work - 

My government is firmly of the 
opinion that while the duty of car- 
ing for returned soldiers devolves 
upon the Dominion government, 
real co-operation by the provine- 
ial government in egnnection with 
the return of these n¥en to civilian 
life would be ensured by the con- 
serving of our capital until the end 
of the war, so that the province 
may be in a position to undertake
